The book, entitled “ for 
Survival,” was schedul for 
publication by Random House 
this fall. 

In New York, a spokesman for 
Random House said the firm 
had suggested to Power that he 
write the book. However, the 
spokesman said, Power had sub- 
mitted only an outline and chap- 
ter synopsis to Random House. 
It had not received the manu- 
script. 

Sources who saw the manu- 
script said it restates generally 
the opinions expressed by the 
chief of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand in testimony before con- 
gressional committees early this 
year. 

Gen. Power, in the manu- 
script, argued that since the 
Strategic Air Command has the 
major responsibility for strate- 
gic warfare it follows that it 
should have authority to con- 
trol or at least to coordinate all 
major strategic weapons, in- 
cluding the Polaris missile fir- 
ing submarines,the Navy is now 
building.

7, six PBY Catalina planes took 
off from the Henderson airfield 
on a routine patrol flight.

The American firm said it 
hopes to begin deliveries of the 
Japanese transistors next 
month, and to import 
about 25 million units next year. 


In the first three months of 
this year, all imports of Japa- 
nese transistors totaled 42,000, 
up from only 1,600 in the period 
last year. 

American production this 
year is expected to climb to 80 
million units, up from 47 mil 
lion last year. 

In the past year, the U.S. 
electronics industry has watch- 
ed Japanese manufacturers 
take more than half the market 
in America for transistor ra- 
dios—largely by sales under

magazine. 

It added that latest transistor 
radio manufacturer to join the 
importers is big Emerson Radio 
and Phonograph Corp. 

“Through its international 
marketing subsidiary, Emerson 
has concluded an agreement 
with Tokyo's Standard Radio 
Corp. to import 100,000 radios 
in the coming months,” the 
magazine said.

The serious damages caused by the recent typhoons 
and floods again directed the attention of the people to the 
dragging pace of our public works program. 
ne construction of public facilities is, of course, link- 
ed inseparably with a nation’s industrial development and 


its people's welfare.

It is unfortunate, however, that in 
have lagged noticeably behind the 


latter two. River control, irrigation, highway construction, 
city planning and housing have not kept pace with the 


great strides made since the war in expansion 


of indus- 


trial production and elevation of the people’s standards 


of living. 


If the trend is permitted to go unchecked, it will act 
as a bottleneck closing down on the horizons of our future, 
That is why the cry is being raised today for a new ap- 
proach to the public works program. 

The Construction Ministry, which was established after 
the war to take over such project, is 10 years old this year. 
Recently, it issued a White Paper on the nation’s postwar 


reconstruction efforts. 
had passed beyond the stage 


Its main theme was that Japan 


of “recovery” from wartime 


devastation and was now in a néw and broader period of 
“construction and development.“.

One example is the delay in the repair of damages 
caused by typhoons and floods. Disasters have occurred 
in such a continuing series that government engineers 
have been unable to keep up with the job of restoration

Disaster relief projects totaling 42 billion yen were 
backlogged on the national budget at the end of last year. 
And in the field of flood control, most urgent category 
on the program, the end of fiscal 1958 saw only 20 per cent 


of the projects completed. 


In the field of housing, the nation had a 


of 


2,080,000 units at the beginning of fiscal 1959. But the out- 
look was more promising here. There was a 
feeling that the problem was being licked. 

In highway construction, the notorious state of Japan's 
roads has blocked development of industries and expan- 
sion of tourism. This has sparked demands for enactment 
of a new national land development law and plans have 
been discussed for new automobile super-highways. 

The outlook is not hopeful, however. The Government 


embarked this year on a five-year road 


construction pro- 


gram, but, so far, it has not even worked out the general 
outlines of the program, much less the specific details and 
year-by-year calendar of projects. 


The major trouble in Japan's public works 
is lack of overall planing and organization. Ina 


m 
ty of 


the various government agencies involved to work together 
in the program has created waste and inefficiency. No- 
where is this demonstrated more vividly than in flood con- 


gov 
ernments have their own river control offices'and their own 


projects. 


Between them, they have built a series of multi-pur- 


pose dams, power generation 


dams, soil control dams and 


other projects along the upper reaches of the river Tone, 
for instance. These dams hold back such a great volume 
of water that in the lower reaches there is a shortage, and

River. 


On this tributary of the Tone, factories depend

paddy irrigation period. 


The picture in our public works program today is 
obviously wrong. Sectionalism among our government

Travelers who visited Naga- 
saki immediately after the war 
must have received an unfor- 
gettable impression from the in- 
expressibly desolate and forlorn 
scene of the destroyed city. The 
devastation caused by the atom- 
ic raid was even more terrible 
than that of Hiroshima. 

The once beautiful port city 
Was a wilderness of remains of 
buildings completely demolish- 
ed. Not a green thing in sight. 


And the hilis and waters were 


as quiet as death. 


The shattered Catholic church 
of Oura stood in the midst of 
the ruins like a shadow. Here 
and there people saw statues of 
the Holy Mother and apostles 
leaning against the slanted 


Time has sped ewiftly, and 
that day of horror, which no 
Japanese will ever forget, has 
come round 14 times. 

More than 200,000 Ja 
including women and children, 
lost their lives instantly in the 
bombing of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. Latest Japanese esti- 
mates list 200,000 to 240,000 per- 
sons killed In Hiroshima (about 
triple the first police estimates) 
and 70,000 to 80,000 in Nagasaki. 


Worse Aftermath 


That was terrible enough, but 
even more horrible has been the 
aftermath. During the four-year 

riod from 1951 to August 

955, a total of 3,732 A-bomb 
victims died in Hiroshima as a 
result of the lingering effect of 
radiation. The largest number 
—679 persons—died of cancer, 
and those who died as a result 
of damage to the blood vessels 
of the central nerve system 
numbered 648. 


And more than 90,000 people 
in Hiroshima alone are still suf- 
fering from radiation illness, of 
whom 79,500 have been official- 
ly registered as A-bomb victims 
under the provisions of the 
Atomic Bomb Victims Medical 
Treatment Law. There is more 
leukemia or blood cancer among 
these survivors,—82 cases in 
Hiroshima through 1957, and a 
smaller number in Nagasaki. 


The threat of death always 
hangs over these people. Even 
today, 14 years after the war, 
we know that people are still 
dying of the effect of the radia- 
tion. Since the beginning of 
this year alone, 26 lives have 
been claimed by atomic 
bomb. 

In February last year, a small

Pearls Under the Deep

Labor Struggles 

Labor struggles in small and 
medium sized enterprises are in- 
tensifying these days with an in- 
creasing frequency and tenden- 
cy to be protracted.

New-born Japanese babies 
had their ubuge or downy hair 
on the head shaved off on the 
third or seventh day after birth 
in the old days. The custom is 
still followed in some rural dis- 
tricts. The shaving day differs 
according to regions. In some 
places it is not . 
shaved but cut 
of with scis- 
sors. 

Many families 
used to keep 
the ubuge. of 
babies. In Iwate

compound of Joya 
the local shrines which looked 
after the welfare of the babies. 


The custom of leaving a small 
spot unshaved on the back of 
the head was seen on Iki Is- 
land. It was believed there 
that if the baby were dropped 
into water or fire by accident, 
Aragami-sama would come and 
pull him out by the few hair 
left on the back of the head. 


The people attributed some 
mystic power to hair. In pray- 
ing to kami or Buddha, women 
often cut off their long hair and 
offered them to ‘shrines and 
temples. Many old temples or 
shrines still boast huge piles of 
such hair offered by devotees. 


At the ceremony of muneage 
or setting up of the framework 
of a house, human hair is still 
attached to a bow and arrow 
hoisted on top of the structure 
as a charm to expel evil spirits. 

When a new ing boat is 
built, a handful of women's hair 
is placed in a hole made in the 
main beam, as a symbol of funa- 
dama or spirit of the boat. 

Hair dressing styles have spe- 
cial significance for Japanese 
women, and different styles de- 
veloped for different ages and 
social status. Formerly young 
maidens and married women 
were differentiated by their 
hairdos, and widows had their 
own way of doing their hair. 
During mourning period, women 
often fixed their hair in special 
mourning fashion. 

Old hair fashions have disap- 
peared from cities and towns, 
but are still to be seen in many 
country districts.

State t briefing pa- 
pers prepared for the President 
are said by informed officials to 
predict that Communist China 
will use the Soviet Prime Min- 
ister’s visit as an opportunity to 
intensify pressure on the Unit- 
ed States and not to relax it. 


The fact that the Peiping re 
gime has eased its “hate Amer- 
ica” campaign in recent months 
is attribu here to the preoc- 
cupation of the Chinese Com- 
munist leaders with severe m- 
ternal difficulties involving 
transportation, food distribu- 
tion, the organization of the 
communes, floods and drought. 


It has not led the State De- 
partment to the conclusion that 
the unprecedented Eisenhower- 
Khrushchev exchanges begin- 
ning next month will throw a 

rotective umbrella over the 
‘ar East, as they seem to have 
done in Europe. 


On the contrary, the belief is 
held in some informed quarters 
that Communist China's price 
for welcoming the attempt to 
thaw Soviet-United States rela- 
tions been a pledge Mos- 
cow to avoid tieing Peiping’s 
hands in the Far East.

It is being recalled here that

Khrushchev gave the Chi- 
nese Communists his full back- 
ing, warned the United States 
of the consequences of Amer- 
ican military intervention on 
behalf of the Chinese National- 
ists, and wrote a letter to the 
President which the latter re- 
garded as offensive. The Presi- 
dent returned the letter to Mos- 
cow as the Far East crisis last 
autumn deepened. 

It is also being recalled that 
Chinese Communist opposition 
was believed to have caused 
Khrushchev's sudden cancella- 
tion of plans to come to New 
York to debate the Lebanon and 
Jordan crises in the United 
Nations Security Council last 
summer. 

Khrushchev’s decision an- 
nounced shortly after he had 
conferred with Mao Tse-tung in 
Peiping, was thought to have 
been the result of a “veto” by 
his Chinese ally, a voice in Big 
Power divisions.

Shape of War With USSR 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Soviet 
military leaders believe a fu- 
ture war between the United 
States and Russia will not be 
decided by nuclear strikes, but 
only after several years of hard- 
fought battles, a British military 
expert said today. 

. M. MacKintosh, adviser on 
Soviet military affairs to the In- 
stitute of Strategic Studies in 
London, also said that Soviet 
military thinking is based on 
the concept of “the forestalling 
blow.” 

MacKintosh made these state- 
ments in a copyrighted inter- 
view with U.S. News and World 
Report magazine. 

He said there is “a very im- 
portant difference between pre- 
ventive war and a forestalling 
blow in Russian military plan- 
ning.” 

Preventive war, he said, “is 
never discussed as a practical 
possibility by Soviet military 
analysts.” 

A forestalling blow, MacKin- 
tosh explained, “is an attack 
launched against an enemy who, 
intelligence reports and other 
information indicates conclu- 
sively, is on the point of launch- 
ing a nuclear attack on the So- 
viet Union.” 

He said the Soviet Union 
might launch such a forestalling 
blow if it learned that U.S. bases 
around the Soviet Union had
